As per claims 1 and 24, generation of an information stream by use an index that 
relates a first sequence and a second sequence of segmented, compressed image 
frames, and encrypting the re-sequenced segments and the index to form the stream.

As per claim 23, recovering an information stream by use of a decrypted index 
tliat relates a first and second decrypted and decompressed sequence image frames to 
form the recovered stream.
